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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on page 9 that Meyer does not 
disclose wherein the control circuit controls the bypass circuit dependent upon a voltage In the input channel. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Meyer discloses (see Abstract, page 8, lines 20-24 and Fig. 6) that current injected Into the substrate via the first transmlsson 
gate 52 and due to spikes on the input of the transmission cell 50 Is pulled to the ground reference voltage via switch 56 such that the 
voltage at node Z Is kept substantially within the range of the supply voltage. Herein, when the control signal SEL has a high state or 
when the control signal is at Vcc, all the transistors are off, only the switch 56 Is conducting or active. This means that the switch 56 Is on 
and if a positive input transient on line INPUT exceeds the positive power supply potential, charge carriers will be Injected Into the 
substrate from the input region of the PMOS transistor, but these will be collected by the output region of the transistor and shunted to 
earth through 56. This implies that the switch 56 performs its function such as shunting charge carriers to earth if the input transient 
exceeds the supply potential.
